QMI Agency - Without an opportunity to purchase 
Springwater Provincial Park, the County of Simcoe 
can’t pick up operating expenses of the 193 hectare 
facility, located north of Barrie, says County Warden 
Cal Patterson. 

In recent weeks, the County and Springwater 
Twp. have been brought into the conversation by 
residents and the media, regarding the fate of the 
park. Many are calling on the County to take at least 
some of the responsibility for the park closure, while 
others have insisted the municipalities have the 
capacity to “save" the park but are refusing to do so. 
"Hiis couldn't be more incorrect,” said Patterson. 
“We hold no jurisdiction over the park and its land, 
and to this point have not been included in the 
decision-making process. The decision was made 
wholly by the Province of Ontario, and they have 
made it very clear: Springwater Park is going to 

The decision by the province to close the park 
is very unfortunate for Simcoe County and its 
residents, Patterson added, “but our hands are 
tied. We can only hope the province reconsiders 
the closure with our offer to help promote the park, 
encouraging better utilization from residents and 
visitors.” 

The Ministry of Natural Resources’ decision to 
change 10 provincial parks - including Springwater 
- to non-operating status was based on budget 
assessments compared with park visitation and 
operational costs. The park has seen a steady 
decline in usage since 2008, and was the only park 
in the south to be targeted. 

Patterson said the County is concerned about the 
stewardship of the land, and this led to a meeting 
with the province and Springwater Twp. with hopes 
a solution could be found to keep the gates open. 
One suggestion would be to put Springwater among 
the small catchment of municipalities that have 
entered into a pilot project with the province - but 
with the lack of overnight camping, and with 3 other 
provincial parks nearby (Earl Rowe, Awenda, and 
Craigleith), it doesn’t meet the criteria. 

“The County understands residents’ dismay over 
the province’s decision to change the status of

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2013 PROPERTY TAX BILLS 


The 2013 Interim property tax bills are being mailed out 
during the first week of February 2013. Tax bills were 
issued for each of the following tax classes; residential, 
multi-residential, commercial, industrial, pipeline, farm 
and managed forests. The due dates are the same for all 
tax classes; first installment due February 28, 2013 and 
second installment due April 30,2013. Please note these 
bills represent no more than 50% of the previous year’s 
annualized taxes levied. 

Please note that the tax bills were printed prior to the 
February 1, 2013 penalty and interest being charged and 
only reflect payments received up to January 25,2013. Any 
arrears/past due amounts included on the first installment 
stub of this tax billing will be subject to additional interest if 
not paid by January 31,2013. 

Owners of newly constructed homes may receive a tax 
bill for the value of the vacant lot only, until the home is 
assessed. Once the house is assessed, you will receive a 
supplementary/omitted tax bill for the taxes on the value of 
your home. This process may take up to 3 years and the 
taxes due will be retroactive to your date of occupancy. For 
an estimate of your annual taxes, multiply the purchase 
price of your home by the current tax rate (2012 tax rate 
was 0.01130235) or contact the Finance Department at
